Wen NMarch 31

falls on a Saturday or Sunday, the foll owi ng Monday shal l be

held and considered the holi day. No officer or enpl oyee of

the State may be required to work on Cesar Chavez Day, except

t hose persons necessary for (i) law enforcenment, (ii) fire

protection, and (iii) public health and safety. The courts

of this State shall designate Cesar Chavez Day as a court

Section 10.

Sec. 24-2. Holidays. Teachers shall not be required to
teach on Saturdays; nor shall teachers or other school
enpl oyees, other than noncertificated school enployees whose
presence is necessary because of an energency or for the
continued operation and maintenance of school facilities or
property, be required to work on | egal school holidays, which
are January 1, New Year's Day; the third Monday in January,
the Birthday of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.; February 12, the
Birthday of President Abraham Lincoln; the first Monday in
March (to be known as Casimr Pulaski's birthday); Good
Friday; the day designated as Menorial Day by federal |aw
July 4, Independence Day; the first WMnday in Septenber,
Labor Day; the second Mnday in Cctober, Colunbus Day;
Novenber 11, Veteran's Day; the Thursday in Novenber commonly
cal l ed Thanksgi ving Day; and Decenber 25, Christnmas Day.
School boards nmmy grant special holidays whenever in their
j udgnent such action is advisable, except that no school
board or board of education may designate or observe as a
speci al holiday on which teachers or other school enployees

are not required to work the days on which general elections
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for menbers of the Illinois House of Representatives are
hel d. No  deduction shall be nmade from the time or
conpensati on of a school enployee on account of any |egal or
speci al hol i day.

Comrenor ati ve hol i days, whi ch recogni ze specified
patriotic, civic, cultural or historical persons, activities,
or events, are reqgular school days. Comrenorative holidays
are: January 28 (to be known as Christa MAuliffe Day and
observed as a commenoration of space exploration), February
15 (the birthday of Susan B. Anthony), March 29 (Viet Nam War
Vet erans Day), the school day imedi ately preceding Veteran's
Day (Korean War Veterans Day), OCctober 1 (Recycling Day),
Decenmber 7 (Pearl Harbor Veterans Day) and any day so
appoi nted by the President or Governor. School boards may
establish comenorative holidays whenever in their judgnent

such action is advisable. March 31 (Cesar Chavez Day) shal

be a special comenorative holiday that school boards are

pernmitted to designate as a l|legal school holi day. School

boards shall include instruction relative to conmenorated
persons, activities, or events on the comenorative holiday
or at any other tinme during the school year and at any point
in the «curriculum when such instruction my be deened
appropriate. The State Board of Education shall prepare and
make available to school boards instructional materials
relative to comrenorated persons, activities, or events which
may be wused by school boards in conjunction with any
i nstruction provided pursuant to this paragraph. These

materials shall include a nodel curriculum guide sufficient

f or at | east one hour of instruction and exercises

commenorating the history of the farm | abor novement in the

United States with particular attention to the role of Cesar

Chavez in that novenent.

City of Chicago School District 299 shall observe March 4

of each year as a commenvorative holiday. This holiday shal
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be known as Mayors' Day which shall be a day to conmenorate
and be rem nded of the past Chief Executive Oficers of the
City of Chicago, and in particular the |late Mayor Richard J.
Dal ey and the | ate Mayor Harold Washington. If March 4 falls
on a Saturday or Sunday, Mayors' Day shall be observed on the
fol |l ow ng Monday.
